Wuring the cholera eptdemic, two 
large airy wards were sct apart for the treat- 
ment of the disease.” ‘The preponderance 
of evidence given by the witnesses examined 
weighed with the Commission who recom- 
mended that the Tung Wa be retained. 
they did so, they were not unmindful of the 
fact. that the scope of the institution's 
usefulness might be considerably enlarged if 
certain improvements were effected .as re:

We shall probably b* supported at each of the 
leading capitals by the ‘Ministers of China and 
lapan, acting under instructions. from: their 
Governments, I think it is only a question of 
time when all. the Western Powers will recog- 
nise the importance to commerce of putting 
China on a gold exchange standard and giving 
her their moral support in maintaining it 
It.is possible to separate the value of silver 
money’ fram the value of the bullion which 
it contains by: proper Government control over 
the coinave and the creation of a gold reserve, 
This system has succeeded in British India, 
and promises to succeed beyond question in 
the Philippines. If, however, the market for 
silver is enlarged by providing for a silver 
currency on a gold basis in China, and in other 
countries without such currency, it will have a 
tendancy to steady the price of silver. Just so 
far as this occurs it will make it easier to main« 
tain the pai'y of silver maney in the Philippines 
and all ther: countries ndopting a similar 
system —L, & CO.
